In bis nominating speech Pattern de- 
clared that in the coming campaign the 
Southern 1'acifie must for the tirst time 
come from behind the ramparts and 
tight in. tho open. The Kpeech was 
loudly applauded. 
Del Yalle, in his 


opening speech, declared that he con- 
curred in every anti-rauroad utterance 
of I'atton. 


Charles V. Montgomery of Contra 


Costa and RolierL J. O'Keilly of San 
Francisco were elected secretaries of the 
convention. 


The country delegates entered a com- 


plaint against inadequate facilities af- 
forded in the Baldwin theatre for seat- 
ing delegates, and succeeded ia carrying 
a motion for the aopointnient of a com- 
mittee of live to secure a better conven- 
tion hall, if possible. 
A recess was 


then taken until 3 o'clock. 


After receaa the convention was called 


to order at 3 p.m. Chairmur. Del Valle 
stated xhat he had appointed a commit- 
tee to consider the question of removal 
to another hall, ua follows: Harvey J. 
Jackson of San Francisco, Garrett "Me- 
Ineryof San Francisco, W. R. Burke of 
Los Angeles, John Even of Xapa and 0. 
W. lleed of San Francisco. 


Mcluery announced that the commit- 


tee would receive complaints this even- 
ing regarding tbc lialdwin theater, and 
thereafter consider the question of re- 
moval. Thin did not please many of the 
interior delegates, who desired to fight 
the matter out then and there,, but the 
committee maintained io position, and 
gained the desired delay, which the 
country delegates say ia defeating the 
purpose of the resolution creating the 
committee.

He de- 
clines the Euggestion that the men be 
worked only half time in order to enable 
more men to earn money. To this the 
governor replied that as Pullman refused 
to aid the suffering people he would be 
forced to call upon tbe public to do GO.

SAN FRANCISCO, August 21.—Harry 


Moore, president of the PaciGc Mutual 
Insurance Company, was shot by his 
brother George today. The two broth- 
ers were leaving the insuiauce oflice, 
where they arc employed as clerks to- 
gether, when the shooting occurred. 
Harry Moore said George had threat- 
ened his father, and he had told him if 
he Etruck his father he would shoot 
him. George then struck at his brother, 
and the latter fired one shot, which took 
ell'ect in bis hip, inflicting :i serious, but 
not dangerous wound. The shooter, 
who is 24 years old, was arrested. 


Dr. Moore, tbe father of the boys, IB a 


millionaire. The boys have been on 
bad terms for some time and it is 
thought that today's shooting is the out- 
come of long standing trouble. George 
is the younger eon and is a clerk in his 
Father's 
employ, 
while Harry 
is 


married and for some time haa been 
without an occupation. George says he 
thinks Harry ia crazy, as he is verv quar- 
relsome. Harry had threatened'to beat 
liis father, and when George threatened 
Lo shoot him if he did so, Harry struck 
iiim in tbe face. Then the shooting oc- 
curred.

It was aleo voted to refer all refo- 
lutiona to the committee on platform 
without debate. Dennis Spencer is chair- 
man of the committee. J. D. Spronle 
of Hntte is chairman of the committee 
on organization and order of business. 
The convention then iidjotirnod until to- 
morrow morning. The political com- 
binations were BO far from made that 
the practical politicians were adverse to 
yoiuy on with the business of the con- 
vention. 


The committee on permanent organ* 


i/.ation and order oi husineES met this 
afternoon and voted to confirm the tem- 
porary otlicers of the convention as per- 
manent, U. A. Del Valle of Los Angeles 
as chairman, and Charlea F. Moni^om- 
ery of Contra Costa and Uobert O'Ueilly 
of San Francisco as secretaries. 


It was plain that the Budd forces had 


captured the committee when the order 
of business was adopted, providing for 
the nomination of justifies of tho su- 
preme court before that for novernor. 
This was the result of a combination 
between the friends of James E. Mur- 
phy of Del Xortft, who has the solid 
support of the northern counties for the 
supreme justice nomination, with the 
Budd men. Tho Barney Murphy men, 
who arc. in the minority in the commit- 
tee, suddenly woke up and movud an 
amendment [jivimj the gubernatorial 
nomination preference in the order of 
business. 
The chair' ruled that tbe 


matter had already been disposed of, 
and the Murphy men were outgener- 
aled. They will make a strong light 
igainat this order when tbe report is 
presented to tbe convention tomorrow 
morning. 


The committee will recommend the 


following order of business for the con- 
vention: Keport of the committe.e 01: 
platform and resolutions. Nominations 
for justice of the supreme court, abort 
term. Nominations oi two justices of 
the supreme con it, long term. Then 
nominations for Etate otlices in the fol- 
lowing order: Governor, attorney gen- 
eral, treasurer, controller, surveyor gen- 
eral, superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, clerk of the supreme court, state 
[>riuter. Then the ratification of nomi- 
nees for the hoard of equalisation, rail- 
road commission, and cpngre?nasnamed 
by their several districts, selection of 


to central committee. 
Tlie tight for the supreme justice nom- 


ination has been changed by the with- 
drawal of Judge Bridgeford of Colusa, 
and Judge J. li.. Law of Merced, from 
the fight for the long term. Each ia now 
a candidate for the short term. It 
seems probable that the nominees will 
be Judge James Murphy of Del Norte, 
and Judge Jackson Temple of Santa 
Uo3;i for tbe long term and Judge Law 
[or the sbort term. 


Barney Murphy has not been holding 
is forces well in hand. This evening 
lie seems to have lost strength, while 
Budd has made some gains, but not so 
many in proportion as Maguire. Gavin 
McNab of San Franci?co received a tele- 
gram from Maguire this evening re- 
questing him to place tbe absent con- 
gressman in nomination before the con- 
vention. The Budd men claim their 
man's nomination on tlie tiret ballot. 
Maguire's friends say he will receive 
enough accessions from tbe delegations 
not absolutely pledged to anyone for his 
nomination. 


The fourth equalization district haa 


nominated F. M. Nickell of Ix>s Angeles 
over William J. Hutchison of Fresno. 


The committee on platform is making 


slow progress. It has been decided in 
the opening plank to recommend an 
unqualified indorsement of Cleveland's

A Coarerietl Attack 011 the Methods

Si-vcral ot t!ie ministers of Fresno lust 


' 'Sunday evening preached sermons, giv- 


ing their views of t!ie recent trial of n 
saloonkeeper on the charge of selling 
liquor without 11 license. 
They aj>- 


•nroachcd the subject in its general as- 
pect, ami then applied their arguments 
to the recent trial in particular. It was 
a sort oi concerted movement from the 
pulpit, in Die earne direction ami with 
oae '-.'onmion object in view. 


One of the largest crowds that ever 


tilled the Congregational church was 
that of last Sunday evening. The pas- 
tor had announced his intention of 
preaching a special sermon bearing 
upon the saloon business of the county, 
and the failure of recent juries to con- 
vict. 
After a spirited song service, 


Miss Lillian Lnverty Bang a solo and 
Sir. Collins took hia text from Hab. 1,4: 
"Therefore the law is slacked." He 
claimed that it was the duty of every 
citizen, especially of every pastor, to 
take a hand in the moulding of public 
sentiment just at this time. In aub- 
fitauce he Eaid: 


"No one can doubt that law ie Blacked 


BO far us illegal liquor selling ia con- 
cerned, and in culling attention to some 
of the things which cause ttiis slackness 
J must place a large share of the blame 
upon ttie district attorney. It is a 
burning shame that, notwithstanding 
all the money paid in the form of sala- 
ries in that oflici.', special counsel must 
be employed to do the very work for 
which that money ia paid " 


He ihtii paid his respects to the law- 


yer who advised the violation of law, 
not for the purpose of making a test 
case but because bo was confident that 
he could manipulate the selection of 
jurors EO as to hung or acquit. Then be 
said: "The real unjailed criminals are 
the ones who accept such advice and 
proceed to disregard the law. And then 
the constable who, in summoning a 
batch of jurors, brings in an extra dose 
of men who own buildings in which 
there are saloons, or men who contribute 
to the liquor dealers'fund to defy law, 
and to render it slack, or men who have 
been driven out of the saloon business 
elsewhere; or men who cannot endure 
a ten-minute recess of the court without 
making tracks for a saloon, and who, 
•when they return to the court room, 
allow the effect of their increasing jag 
to be seen, must be held responsible for 
the slack condition of law in our midst." 


He was bitter in his denunciation of 


the jurors, who, said he, "took an oath 
to render a verdict according to the law 
and evidence in the case, and who, af- 
ter they had voted to acquit, came down 
on the street and eaid, "Of course he 
was guilty; the law is plain; be ad- 
mitted the offense, and we know that he 
violated the law, but we'll be 
- 
if we 


would convict him." 1 want to say 
that these men have a correct estimate 
of themselves; they are damned; and 
before (iod and tin's community they 
stand condemned with 
having dis- 


regarded 
thtir 
oaths 
as 
jurors. 


Perjurers in the jury bos are responsi- 
hlft for mudi of the slackness of law. 
Another juror said, "If it bad been any 
other man but Austin we would have 
convicted him." 
What an admission! 


What has thia whisky seller done to ex- 
empt him from obeying law, or else suf- 
fering the penalty? Suppose that some 
one would steal $10,000 from the busi- 
ness managed by the juror who made 
thia admission, and the evidence and 
law were clear in the case, and the thief 
confessed it, how would the juror like to 
aee tbe law slacked by a jury turning 
him loose with the excuse that if it had 
been some one else he would have been 
convicted? 


"Still another excuse for slacked law 


is that temperance people stay away 
from: the trial, and the court room is 
fdled with bartendem, tin-horn gam- 
blers and saloon loungers 
This has its 


impression. Let decent people fill the 
court room. Let the jurors and officials 
see that you me interested in tbe appli- 
cation of law to criminals and you will 
do much to aid in this good work. All 
who tamely submit to the present con- 
dition of things without a protest, and a 
determined protest at that, are responsi- 
ble for the slack regard shown law in 
tins community. 


Let the agitation go on. At the bal- 


lot box remember tbe official who fails 
to do bis whole duty, mark tbe man 
who perjures his soul in the jury box, 
and in a little while this text will not be 
applicable to thia city and county." 


The Rev. B. If. Gillftir of the M. E. 


church took for hia theme Sunday night 
"The Lord's Highway and tlie Devil's 
Byway." He said there were no saloons 
on the Lord's highway, nor in heaven. 
The bible pronounced a curse upon the 
liquor vender and 'declared that no 
drunkard should enter heaven. How 
then about the jury that outraged and 
shocked the feelings of law-abiding citi- 
7.ens a few days ago by clearing a sa- 
loon keeper of crime when it way proven1 
and confessed? This was no prohibi- 
tion or Sunday law that wad violated, 
but tbe very'law that the American sa- 
loon calls for, a license law. He has 
persistently aud wilfully violated it, and 
now a jury of bn«inssa men of Fresno 
presume to declare him innocent of the 
crime which the county officer shows to 
bave been committed and which he con- 
fesses. 


What are we to think of such men? 


The excuse is made for them that tbis 
was the firct offense, and that business 
men do not. always pay tbe license on 
their 
business promptly. Supposing 


that it is a fact that the collector cannot 
always get to all the business men 
promptly on the day and he has an un- 
derstanding with them that they shall 
pay when becomes; that is a different 
matter entirely from this. The state 
law distinctly declares ttmt the saloon 
keeper must have a license before sell- 
ing liquor and that in case bo has none, 
he must stop until it is procured. 


All honor to the two or three good 


citizens who stood up in that jury for 
law and order, home and virtue. 


Each thoughtful citizen will decide 


this for himself, la it not time to call a 
public mass and indignation meeting to 
discuss and decide as to whether law or 
lawlessness shall rulejn Fresno?

Farmers Should Do. 


There is an opening for wide awake 


farmers and gardnera in tbii county 
along certain lines. It is well known 
that Fresno county does not produce its 
farm products and its vegetables at all 
seasons of the year, but that much is 
brought here from elsewhere. There ia 
no reason why thia should be so. By 
special pains, and a little extra precau- 
tion, thin county could grow almost 
every grain, fruit or vegetable consumed 
by the people. 


The principal importation is made in 


the line of early vegetables, and of po- 
tatoes and cabbage. If some farmer 
here could so arrange his business aa to 
supply potatoes to the home market the 
year round, his fortune would be ce,r- 
tain. Many thousand dollars are sent 
out of the county annually for potatoes. 
There are many other things which may 
seem email, but in the aggregate they 
amount to much, l-'reano can produce 
almost anything that grows from soil, 
and its people ought to supply the 
home market with apples, potatoes, cel- 
ery, onions, grass seed of all kinds, 
sweet potatoes, and in fact all things 
now brought in larger ot less quantities 
from other places.

DIED BY HIS OWN HAND. 


Suicide of John Deventhal Near 


Healdsburg-. 


Many people in Fresno will remember 


John Deventhal, a musician, who for- 
merly taught classes in this city. He 
noved to Healdsburg and bought a 
farm near that place, and was in easy 
circumstances. The story of hia death 
s told in tho following letter from 
fonldaburg: 


"Mrs. Deventhal, a resident of Dry 


3reek valley, came to town Thursday iu 
icarch of her husband.who.she eaid, had 
eft the farm three miles northwest of 
this citv, last night, and had failed to 
return home. 


"Aa no trace of the missing man could 


>e found in Healdsburg, several resi- 
dents of this place weut out to the farm 
and found on the piano in the parlor a 
liece of paper, upon which was written: 
Boys, you will lind me under the 
hill.' 


"Upon going to the place designated 


;n the note the body of Deventhal was 
uund. He had taken with him from 
,be house a mirror, which he placed in 
luch a position that he could see by it 
ust where to aim with a44-calibre re- 
volver that he had with him, and plac- 
ug the muzzle of the weapon to his 
temple he blew out his brains. 


"On liia person was a brief note stat- 


ing that be had taken his own life on 
account of nervousness. 


"Deventhal was a native of Germany, 


aged no years, and leaves a wife and two 
sons, ile recently left Fresno for this 
ilace, purchasing a farm in Dry Creek 
valley, and was in easy circumatancee."

The ordinance 
alEO contained a provision requiring 
paloon keepers to keep closed on Su 
days, and at certain hours of night. 
Itulao provides that before the issuance. 
•f a license the party must file u peti- 
tion and bond, to he given by persons 
possessing certain quallocations. Schol- 
ler, in due aud proper form, filed bis 
petition and boud, paid his $75 aud re- 
ceived his license running from Octobei 
till February. He then paid a further 
licence tax. of $75 up to May 7th 
A short time before May 7th a majority 
of ealoon keeperso£ thw city and county 
acting in concert, presented a petition to 
thw .Hoard of Supervisors, signed by a 
large number of citizens, oiany of then 
keavy taxpayers, regretfully asking for 
the repeal of the Sunday closing section 
•f the ordinance. 


"That jjetilioii wan rust before 


reached the supervisors by a counter pe 
tition signed by mauy hundreds of ; ~ 
tons requesting the supervisors to 
tain the night closing and Sunday clos 
ing sections.

Notaiuce California raisins were first 


received in this market in quantity has 
the statist ical position at this period of 
the year been so strong as ia observed 
today. Last year's crop was a liberal 
one, and a considerable quantity of old 
goods waa carried over into the new 
season, hut an inspection of supplies 
throughout the country now reveals the 
fact that not only.hnve the old stocks 
been distributed, but that a barely auf- 
licieut quantity of '93 goods remniu to 
meet the requirements of consumers 
during the ne.st sixty days, or eay to the 
period when first shipments of the new 
fruit should bo received in eastern mar- 
kets. The customs of the trade li 
changed the past year or two, as form- 
erly where the KO-pound box oi loose 
fruit was in demand, it is now found an 
exceedingly difficult mailer to place 
that style "of package, the introduction 
of the; 50-pound box, Dratted to the two. 
three and four-crown quality, having 
met with popular favo% and now re- 
ceives tin; preference of most dealers 
throughout the country. Of the 20- 
pound variety tberu is a very moderate 
quantity remaining in stock here today, 
mid of "the fifties there is an actual 
scarcity, best authorities in the trade 
estimating a quautity not to exceati 3,000 
packages—astock EO small that withimy- 
tuiug liae a normal demand would prove 
inadequate to meet the necessitiea of thn 
trade of thia sectiou over a period of 
two or three weeks. From reliable 
sources on the coast, w? learn that tho 
stock there is placed to not exceed 
twenty or twenty-five cars. These goods 
are aaid to be in very strong hands, and 
are retained iu confident anticipation 
that bv the opening of September the 
markets oi tho country will have dis- 
tributed the present holdings, and that 
application will be made for the supply 
remaining there, when full advantage 
will be taken of the opportunity and a 
squeeze engendered for the purpose of 
securing more remunerative returns. 
Considering the ntatisticnl position of 
the fruit today, prices are indeed low, 
but in sympathy with alt classes of mer- 
chandise, all varieties of dried fruits 
have passed through an era of depres- 
sion, ^nd the return of confidence is 
necessary to awaken buyers to the 
cheapness of many staples, and the op-

The vummeoi 
water flowiut ihiuujjh, the Clovis ilinue 
is entirely !••»> smsil for thy purpose, 
and as one .iai.' ority practically phrased 
itj is "fit onlv tit witter a Chinese veg- 
etable gardes»"." The w-iu-r answers nu- 
imrably as :i \vJ<i,-le for transporting 
the lumber J.-oai the mountains. It 
brings down ihe himoer fifty miles in 
five "hours, but all its force is sp?nt hi 
the effort, and the volume of Hie waier 
in the drv rea?on is aaid to he scarcely 
more than a cubic foot per <-iH:riii<3, t*ti- 
mated in miner's inches. 


But though the water pi^ver is not 


directly available, the fact lh.it fuel can 
be brought uon-n in abnndanre liy flume 
and laid down ai Clovis for a nominal 
sum makes the proposition of building 
an engine house and running dynamo; 
verv ternpliHIT. The expenses would be 
reduced oy tli'e difference between tax- 
ation m Clovis aud in Fresno, and be- 
tween the price of fuel in Clovia and the 
same article after transportation by 
road or rail, or bolb. It is understood 
that the, whole, matter has been very 
carefuHv gone over, and that it has beer 
decided"that by modern methods aud 
careful insulation, the quantity of elec- 
tricity wasted bjT induction in the ten 
miles between Clovis and Fresno would 
be very small. 


There is another project whicli, like 


the Clovis affair, has been a well kept 
secret, especially as to the names of the 
parties. But the thing has gone even 
further than the Clovis project, and it ii 
said that in thia case surveys have been 
made and drawings prepared. The men 
who are back ot this enterprise live in 
tbe east, and are said to be represented 
by Mr. McPberson, who lives in the 
River liend country, four or five miles 
from Selma. The project aims at the 
development of power by tbe construc- 
tion of a dam on the San Joaquin river 
above Pollasky, and the transmiFSion of 
the current to Fresno in the usual way. 
Such an enterprise would, of course, be 
on a larger scale than the Clovie affair, 
and migdt involve the leasing of power 
for electric motors, etc., besides that 
need for electric lighting, as the vulurne 
of water in. this case would be amply 
sufficient. 


The parties interested have been 


figuring the matter out very carefully, 
and are not, it is said, in any way dit- 
conraged by the poor returns which ihe 
present 
Electric 
Light 
Company 


baa received on its investment dur- 
ing the past year. Tho secrecy with 
which the matter is surrounded makes 
it loot very much as if the promoters 
are in dead earnest, for one of the char- 
acteristics of bubble speculations ia a 
craving of the promoters for notriety. 


The city trustees held a cancas yester- 


day over the electric lighting matter, 
and decided that the company had not 
forfeited ita franchise, as it still main- 
tained a certain number of lights in the 
city. These lights, however, are the *e- 
anlt of the private enterpriee of etore- 
keepeiB, and are getting fewer right 
along. Trustee Craycroft stated to a 
reporter tbat there could be no diffi- 
culty about granting of a franchise to 


i competing companies, the trustees hav- 


• ing expressly reeurved that right. 


Another city official was seen cu the 


enbject, and was asked why the city 
did not accept the offer of the electric 
light company and go ahead with the 
lighting of the streets and issue war- 
rants payable in eix months, which the 
company haa expressed a willingness to 
accept, and wait till there is money to 
pay with. 
"Itia impossible," said he, "to do BO 


nnder the IAW. The law ia explicit on 
the subject, and eays that no warrant 
shall be issued until there is money in 
the1 treasury to pay it. There -ia no 
money now to pay for street light. No 
warrant can be issued. Suppose the 
company should chooee to go ahead and 
light the streets and take tbeir chance 
ofgetting pay for it when the money 
comet! into tbe treasury next November. 
That would be all right, but they might 
not get tbeir money. Any taxpayer 
could have au injunction issue, and it ia 
a question whether the money could be 
collected or not. 
Most probably it could 


not be collected. The talk of iaauing 
warrants and waiting till there ia money 
to pay them is eimply out of the ques- 
tion. 


".Next .November, when t.hs money 


comes in, I think it is the intention to 
light the streets again. 
This, however, 


will be decided when the time comes. 


"You ask if the city hopes to get light 


anv cheaper than in the past. I cer- 
tainly think we ought to get it at a lower 
rate. Freano pays more for atieet lighta 
per lamp than any o*.her city in Cali- 
fornia. I wrote to the clerks of all the 
cities and towns in the state, anywhere 
near the size, of Fresno, such towns aa 
Sacramento, San Jose, San Bernardino, 
San Diego, Modefcto, Madera, Santa 
Cruz and many more. I find tbat not 
one of them pays ae much by $4 per 
lamp as Fresno paid. Freeno paid flS 
s month for each lamp for all-night 
lamps 
The next highest is Sacramento, 


wbicb paid $14, and I understand that 
they got tired of that, and are now about 
to light the city with electricity gener- 
ated by water power at Folaom. 


"Without giving a list of the various 


towns and tbe prices per lamp paid by 
them per month, I will Bay that the 
price ranges from $14 in Sacramento to 
$5 iu San Diego. The last named is tbe 
cheapeet. There they run 100 lamps 
for $500 per month, and they are all- 
night lamps. In San Bernardino tbe 
COet is but little more, being only $5.50 
per month per lamp. Other towns pay 
more. I think San Jose pays (II, Ma- 
den and Modesto $12 each, and, aa L 
laid, it rieea to $14 in the caee cf Sacra- 
mento, and then takes the four-dollar 
joiDp to Freeno. 
" *'Afi to what the new company will do 
I cannot say. In fact I do not know 
whether there will by any new com- 
pany. But I know tbat a great deal of 
. inquiry has )>cen made as to franchises 
and the probable patronage; mnd I un- 
derstand tbat tbe cum of $12,000 haa 
/teenalready subscribed to tbe uew com-

Ho has created 
much atir in educational circles on ac- 
count of hie new method of teaching. 
He calls it individunliam, but school 
journals call it the Puubln method, and 
it has beeii largely introduced into the 
ECboola of Colorado with excellent re- 
Btilta. 


By hie method he teaches each pupil 


by himself. There are 110 grades ami 110 
classes. It is in mnuy respects like the 
old fashioned method when the spelling 
class waa the only one in the school, 
and there were as many ioasous in 
arithmetic as there were pupils study- 
ing arithmetic. Professor Search claims 
that by this method much more satisfac- 
tory results can be obtamwl.aml no pupil 
is bold back and none boosted forward, 
hut each one advances in proportion to 
bis individual merit^and ability. 


Dried Olives. 


From the Pacific Tree aiid Vine. 


William Pfefier of Guyersville. Gal., 


telln ua that he prefers dried olives to 
pickled olives. He allows the fruit to 
become quite ripe, gathers it carefully, 
and spreads it on trays, which 
placed inside some building, some of 
them placed just under the roof of his 
porch, and there remain two months or 
more, till pretty thoroughly cured. 
Putting then a quantity ot them into a 
sack, a handful or two of sail id ibrowu 
in, and the aack shaken and tumbled 
from end to end till it is thoroughly 
mixed. The bitterness of the 
fresfi 


olive entirely disappears, aud tbe fruit 
becomes an excellent food. Many have 
olives on their trees yet, pretty ripe for 
picklea, but they would be good dried. 


Rich Gold Ledges.

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The Bicycle Fad is Just 


Eighty Yeans Old. 


LOCAL DEVOTEES OF THE WHEEL 


A Sketch of tlie Bicycle Service Be- 


tweeu Fresno aud the City 


burm? the Strike. 


The man who speeds through the 


country on a modern bicyc'e at a rate of 
twenty miles an hour will be very apt 
to einil<i at the accompanying picture, 
which reoresentd thu bicyclb as it was 
run ou tho streets of the national capi- 
tal in 1S27, when John Adams waa 
President oi tho United States. 


The first question asked by the aver- 


age reader would he, "Where arc the 
treadles?" Then the reader would ho 
very apt to take a eewnd glance and 
say, "Why, the man appears tolte walk- 
ing on the ground like a child on a 
hobby horse!" 


That is just exactly what the people 


who walked on bicycles did in those 
days of 1827. The machines were called 
"velocipedes" then, and were so named 
up to and after tlie days of the civil war, 
when the American people began to 
catch on to the improvements which 
made the velocipede a useful machine 
iustead of a mere toy. 


The velocipede oi 1827 waa an im- 


ported idea, GO far us thu Hinted States 
are concerned. Aa a matter of fact, the 
lirst velocipede waa made in France in 
1815, just after Waterloo, when an era 
of peace that lasted forty years, gave fl 
great impulse to industrial invention in 
Kurope. 


Though the picture here represented, 


that of a flue old uuntlemau dresaed in 
tlie costumes of our^andfathere, and 
paddling along l*itween the two wheels 
like a duck on the l»a»k of a mud pond, 
may well seem ludicrous to the present 
generation, the probability is that thu 
most elal>orate modern pneumatic-tired 
bicycle will look equally absurd to the 
comiuy race of 1970, and it IB more than 
probable that our great craud-childreu 
will laugh outright at 
the 
crooked 


fit-urea of our bicycle youths aa they ap- 
uear when "broken ou the wheel" to- 
day. 
Speaking of Washington, D. 0., aa it 


was lu 18^7, Ben I'crley I'oore says: 
The foreign diplomats were recognized 
aa leaders in \Vjtshinglon society, and 
oue of the fiecretaries of legation created 
a sensation by appfarini; on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue mounted 011 a velocipede 
imported from London.

by a longitudinal bur ou which the 
ridcra' scat was lixtd. Tlie mode of 
propulsion was by pushing the feet 
against the ground. The maximum

The first messenger from Fresno to San

Joseph M. Smith of Saluia from Hell's 
station to Madrono; George Culimhoun 
of Fresuo from Madrone to Menlo Park 
and U. S. Shaffer from Menlo Park to 
San Francisco. Tho arrangement per- 
mitted of one mail a day each way, aud 
white it lasted saved numerous heavy 
losses and law suits. Tlie service was 
withdrawn on July llth, as a result of 
the raiding of the blockade. 


During the four diys of its existence 


3SO letters were carried at a cost of 
$134.10, the receipts being $103.80, so 
that Mr. llanta was out $25.30 en a 
scheme which saved local tirins many 
thousands of dollars.

The flatness of 
the valley, the excellence of the roads, 
and the smoothness of the streets of 
Fresno city offer every inducement to 
men and women, young and old, to take 
their pleasure on wheels, it is esti- 
mated that there are over 500 cyclists in 
the city alone.

Eight Milos Graded—Business Trip

Colonel A. W. Jones, president of the i 


Monterey and Freeno railroad, passed ! 
through Fresno on the 5.20 train last j 
night on his way to K*w York, lie ; 
was joiued here by L. \V. Moultrie, the 
secretary of the road. 


Colonel Jones was met at the train by 


Thomas K. Hughes, 0. J. Woodward, C. 
L. Walter and a number of other prom- 
inent citizens. They all had words of 
encouragement for the Colonel and told 
him the cry was for the Monterey and 
Fresno road. Mr. Jones told them they 
would soon have their wishes fulfilled. 


Mr. Jones stated that he aud Mr. 


Moultrie go to New York to close the j 
negotiations of the loan on the bond 
issue and also to attend to other matters 
pertaining to the road. Regarding the 
progress which ia being made, he said 
that about eight miles was now ready 
for track laying, which would begin in a 
few days, 
lie said they hoped to 


reach the Salinas river by the lirst ot 
next month. At present there is a 
force of about 300 men and about 175 
teams at work preparing the road bed. 


The only disappointment they had 


met so far waa on the pier. The con- 
tractor who was awarded the contract, 
represented to theoth'cials that he had 
a quantity of lumber and piles in San 
FrancisL-o with which he would imme- 
diately start work. But it turned out 
that his lumber and piles were on the 
way from Puget sound and have not yet 
arrived. He eaiil, however, that they 
would arrive in a few days and work 
would be ttegnn by September 1st. 


Mr. Jones remarked that he had had 


occasion to go to Fourth and Townsend 
on business connected with the road 
and he remarked that he had been cor- 
dially received. 


In the present route outlined they 


will bo compelled to cross the Southern 
Pacific several times, and Mr. Jones 
went before Mr. Towne and Mr. Hunt- 
ingtou, and, laying hia maps before 
them, explained where he wanted to 
croaa, and the permission was granted. 


Colonel Jonea eaid that nothing could 


now stop the croad. The people alont: 
the line were all anxiously uwuitiug ita 
completion, and ho assured them all 
that it would be completed by the tiuic 
set. lie stated that he did not think he 
would stay in New Yoik over a week.

The name 
bone-si ink eid, which will be painfully 
recalled by the bicyclists of IStfS uill 
apeak volumes for what those machined 
were. 


Midland's improvement was quickly 


followed by two others.

3827. 


Today the bicycle reigns supreme in 


Fresno. A horeo requires a (-table and 
feed and constantattention; the "bike" 
can be atored in itn owner's Iwdrooni, 
and a little oiling is tlie unly attention 
it requires. It 11 no difficult matter for 
Bcoreaofour Fresno bicycle experts to 
run clean away from a fast trotting 
horse, and almost any bicyclist of mod- 
erate skill and strength can tire out a 
horse in a long day's journey. 


The fact that a horse presents a large, 


target, and is easily crippled by a single 
shot, naturally drew the attention of 
modern military men to the fact thnt a 
bicycle pre-cnta precisely the opposite 
characteristic.0, and hence the modern 
European armies have a regular bicycle 
corps of ecoutfl and couriers attached to 
them. 


The late strike developed another and 


excellent use for the bicycle. H is only 
necessary to refer to the matter briefly, 
as the fact are fresh in the memory of 
the people of Fresno county. Arthur C. 
Banta, the popular local agent of a 
bicycle company, broke the mail block- 
ade between this city and San Francisco, 
by operating a bicycle aervice of mail 
and small parcels, much on the plan of 
the "pony express" of the early days of 
California.

It was not clearly understood 
whether the prices were for raieins in 
the sweat bos, delivered at the packing 
house, cr for raisins packed for ship- 
ment.

clears the matter up by explaining that 
the prices quoted :ire for raiains after 
they are packed, either in boxes or 
sacks. 
For example, if a mau has 


twenty tons of raisins, he packs them 
and titkea them to tbe nankins! hou?e, 
and there receives his \tru-c.

Very few of thi 
men will remain here. It is rmppoaec 
that tbe light demand for lumber am 
the difficulty of raising fands to pay 
laborers induced the company to stop 
the mills sooner than they wanted to.

The Requisite Eighty Per Cent uo 


Longer Regarded as 


Doubtful,

ers' Association, was confident yester- 
day that tin; requisite SO per cent of the 
growers would have signed the compact 
ay Thursday's meeting. 
More than 


LOOO acres came in yesterday, and it ia 


question whether the SO per cent has 


not already signed. 


That SO per ceut EO much talked of 


is an uncertain quantity. 
There has 


never yet been any exact territory ac- 
cepted to be covered by the association's 
compact. It includes, in a general way, 
;he vineyards in this part ot the valley. 
Vinerardists representing several hun- 
dred acres in 
Kern 
county 
were

.nto the 
conditions 
of

pact, and 
whether they were out- 


side the territory or not. There was 


o one authorized io give them a po=i- 
:ive answer, further than thai it was 
;ho poiicy to get all raisin growers into 
ihe compact. 
la there anybody wbo 


inows how many acre* oi raisin grapes 
there are in Fresno, King:?, Tulare and 
Madera couuties? Or, to make it sim- 
pler, does anybody know how many 
acres oi r&lata grapes will be picked this 
year in Fresno county? There seems to 
be no exact information. • The county 
as?es=or has figures on the vineyards, 
which, perhaps, are. the most reliable to 
be obtained; but no'man can tell from 
those figures how many acres of raisin 
grapes will be picked this year. 


The 80 per cent must be basod on 


some definite number of acres, and 
what that number is remains to be as- 
certained. It must first be-settled what 
territory is embraced, and then what 
the acreage is. The highest estimate 
places thu total number of acres at 
53,000. The lowest at 40,000. The 
other estimates range at 42,000, 44,000, 
on up. 
If the number of acres is 


40,000, 80 per cent of it would be 32,- 
000. 
If the acreage is 50,000, the SO per 


cent of it would be 40,000. Just here 
is an important question to be settled, 
and it must be settled before it can be 
declared that SO per cent of the growers 
are in the compact. 


So far as can be ascertained, there is 


no committee, not even an individual, 
in tbe field soliciting the growers to 
come in. Those who to desire may sign 
the compact, but it is well known that 
human nature is such that people need 
urging, or, at any rate, need explana- 
tions iu a thing like this. I Us said that 
there are many hundred acres of vines 
in the country about Orosi and Dinuba, 
and very few of the owners of these 
vineyards have ginned the compact. 
They are not supposed to be unwilliug, 
hut no one has yonc among them tour^i 
them to take tbisiinpocfcmt step. 


A meeting of the directors w»tl be held

A matter which has now Income 


About live years a-jo the i-ity trustees 


of Fresno entered into a contract with 
Alexander Mcliean to cawi for the city 
sewaiie for the sum of $-jl)00 a year. 
Mr. Mcllean -ave Kind, and vntered 
upon !iii? work. For three and a half 
years he collected, his money quarterly, 
and had one and a half years yet. At 
that time a ne.w city board of trustees 
came into ollice, and they made the dis- 
covery of the fact that, under tin- 
charter, no city board of trustees Inid 
authority to make a contract for more 
than one year. 


At a regular meeting of the board it 


was declared by resolution that the 
Me Mean contract was null and void. 
.McBean was so notified, and u copy of 
the city charter was sent to him, «nd 
his attention was called to the particular 
portion governing contracts. He was 
told to quit, and handle the sewage no 
more. The trustees then made a eon- 
tract with H. K. itarletgti to care for 
the sewaife, and Bnrleigh employed Mc- 
lluan to do it. 
Hut this part bus noth- 


mt: specially to dn with the matter now 
at'i?sue; sutlicc it to say that Hurleinh 
has not yet been paid for what he has 
done. 


Last June Mi-Bean 
brought 
suit 


,.^-iiiist the citv on his old contract. 
That suit is pending yet. 
At the time 


the suit was brought there was tbe sum 
of $3,000 in the sewer fund. It was pro- 
posed, or, at least, it was mentioned, 
that this should be 
transferred 
to 


another fund. But McBean secured an 
order of court forbidding the transfer of 
that $3,000 to any other fund, or to use 
it for any purpose whatsoever. This 
left the sewer fund empty so far as all 
practical purposes were concerned, and 
work of the most necessary kind was at 
a standstill. Thereupon City Attorney 
Risley went before the court and hail 
tbe order so modified that ordinary 
running expenses conld be paid. Money 
was then paid out, and money was also 
put in the, fund, and tbe sum total was 
left about the same, that is, $3,000. 


Ou last Monday night, at the meeting 


of tlie board, a number of claims were 
allowed, and warrants given to laborers 
for work done on the sewers, such as 
cleaning 
them and repairing them. 


Yesterdav these warrants were pre- 
fented to"City Treasurer W. H. MeKen- 
zie, and he declined to pay them. 
The 


men took their warrants back and there 
waa much dissatisfaction and complaiu- 
insr on account of it, and it was seen 
that the fund was again tied up, and 
that thu moat necessary work ou the 
sewers could not be done, because there 


us no available fund with which to 


pay the men, nud they would not work 
for nothing. Everything was brought 
suddenly to a standstill. 


Mr. McKenzie was seen at tbe Fresno 


Loan aud Savin-*1! Hank, and he gave his 
reasons for refusing payment in sub- 
stance as follows: 
"There waa an order of court forbid- 


dini* the use of tint ifU.OQO for any pur- 
pose, »ud subsequently this order WHS 
so modified as to allow the payment of 
running expenses, and on this I was 
prepared to meet warrants us they 
should be presented. Last month there 
was about $160 in warrants came in to 
be paid. McBean's attorney ia San 
Francisco wrote me not to pay them, 
and not to pay :my of that $3,000 for 
anything. Notwithstanding this letter 
I paid the warrants, and then wrote to 
him that I had paid them and that I 
Should continue to pay similar warrants 
aa presented, unlesa he could cite me to 
some law showing it to he my plain duty 
not to do so. 


"Thereupon the attorney for McBean 


wrote me another letter, citing me a 
number of authorities on the subject, 
and inlorming me tbat if tbat money 
was paid out for other things, and Mc- 
Uean should win his suit and there be 
no money in the treasury with which to 
pay it, he would sue the city officials for 
the money. That money, he said, had 
been raised by taxation to pay McBean, 
and it was his iu equity; and McBean 
insisted that the trustees were trying to 
transfer it to another fund to pay sala- 
ries with it. 


"Thus the matter stood, and there be- 


ing a doubt in my mind as tn what I 
ought to do, I went to Judge AVebb this 
morning and asked his advh-e. His ad- 
vice was that, under existing circnin- 
stances, I would be justified in withhold- 
ing payment for a week. The case of 
MclSean against the city conies up for 
trial on August 27th. tlrnt suit will 
probably settle the matter, and in order 
to he nn the safe aide I accepted Judge 
Webb's advice, and will wait till after 
next Monday before paying the war- 
rants in question." 


GRAPE PICKERS ARRIVE. 


Fifteen Wagon Loads of Indians 


Reach Fresno. 


Yesterday there arrived in Fresno a 


caravau of Indiana in fifteen wagons. 
They had come from the hills to pick 
grapes, and were Jtoroujjhly prepared 
to take care of themselves. Tlit-y had 
blankets, bandannas, coffee pots, skil- 
lets, pots, fry inn pans, and everything 
necessary to a camp. There were old 
and young, ois ai)d little. 


Last year a considerable number ot 


Indians found employment in the vine- 
yards, and they made fairly j;ood work- 
era and gave- satisfaction. This year 
they eeem to be coining in larger num 
ber*. When they go to work they ar- 
ranjie to Itoard themselves, at least to do 
their own cooking after the rations are 
furnished, and they thus give no trouble 
to their employers on tlmt account. 


Bands of Sheep Scattered. 


The Madera Tribune says that the 


sheep men in the mountains have bad 
much trouble with the soldiers this 
year, or rather, the soldiers have had 
much trouble with the sheep men. The 
en'diers are there to guard the park, 
aud they have arrested several herders 
and held them in captivity and allowed 
the flocks to scatter.

Raisin Pickers' Wages.

In the fraction of u. minute after THE 
Ei'b'ui.icAN mentioned the Savior of 


. lankind, it asserted 
"according to 


Populism tbe alleged imperfections of 
creation and redemption are to bo cured 
bv statutory enactment." I must con- 
fess I am "totally iirnorant of the fact 
that Populists or Populism claims to 
have statutory power over creation or 
the elements, and that redemption, that 
is salvation, can be obtained by statu- 
tory law without regard to faith or 
works. I am sure there is nothing in 
the platform to JHStify such a dogmat-

Populist doctrine. Tf THE KtTcr.LiCAX 
continue- to publish and advocate snub, 
it will find itself in tlie Populiat pavilion 
before it is aware of it 
"'Radical meas- 


ures oi retaliation should be adopted, if 
necessary, to ward a that foreign nation 
whiL'h stands in the way of the full and 
free coinage, of the money of the consti- 
tution." What law will you cite, nr 
what argument will yon make use of to 
justify retaliation measures afjainst for- 
eign nations so long as silver is de- 
monetized by statutory enactment of 
congress of the United States? The na- 
tional party, of which THE REP"BI.IC%X 
is a devoted advocate, is overwhelmingly 
opposed to free coinage and cqiiul u=u of 
silver with gold for all purposes. . 


In conclusion I assert the dominant 


parties have the power to raise the 
financial depression exist ing throughout 
the whole country

No; liecaupe the leaders are too much 
under the in*1uence of the gold buea and 
money power of this country ami Eng- 
land.

HIT THEY ARK .NOT ORGANIZED

The M-a-on has come when lia- la\ior 


<;',ii'Stioii i; proiiiiiii-nt in Krcsno. Tin- 
gr.ipe pi.-king and p:u-kinn in this comity 
callH lor iiliout 4000 or 5000 men fur u 
fi-w \v\vk.s ;ind tlii'ii Joes not nvcd tlmm 
f.-r the remaiuiug ten or eleven months 
nf the year. This is a peculiar state- of 
:'.t!.iir.-'and ia hard to Vi-gulate. lint it 
is in :i fair way to In- regulated thi.s sea- 
si-n. The hilxir is supplied by white 


men, 
Chinese, Japanese and a few In- 


dians. White men are generally pre- 
ferred, but thi-y are at n disadvantage 
in competition with the organized Chi- 
nese and Japanese, who board them- 
selves, have a boss, and work like a ma- 
chine. 


Howard A. Harris of Kowler, who is 


engaged in supplying white laborers for 
vineyards, is preparing to put a plan in 
operation. Some man with a cooking 
outfit, such as threshing crews employ, 
will go with it crew of grape pickers and 
do their cooking, at a stated price each, 
and hia claim ia paid by the proprietor 
of the vineyard, and the amount is de- 
dueled from the wages of the men. This 
plan ia simple, and it might be exten- 
sively used. Them are plenty of cook 
houses on wheels in this county that 
could be ringed up at sinull expense. It 
needs sonic ouc to do it, aud that is 
where the white men Puffer from lack of 
organization. 


The labor question, from the packers' 


standpoint, is not ono causing much 
concern. 
A 
Ituruiii.icAX 
reporter 


yesterday visited a number of the 
packing 
houses, 
and 
the 
Eeuti- 


ment 
was nearly 
universal 
that 


there are enough laborers in Fresno and 
the surrounding country to do all the 
packing, without any help from a dis- 
tance, and the packtra intend to give 
home laborers the tirst choice. There 
are in this city and vicinity many per- 
sons who have had experience in pack- 
ing raieins and dried fruit, and they 
will not be passed by to bring laborers 
from elsewhere. 


Ilaisin packing «ill EOOII bcfiin. If 


tbe weather remains warm, tbe, first 
raisins \vill be iu the sweat boxes in a 
few days. The season IB earlier than 
la%t year. 


Some of the houses expect to begin 


work as early as September 5th, bat 
woik will not begin in earnest much 
earlier than September SOtti. About 
the same number of persons will be em- 
ployed thU year as laut '11 this work, ex- 
cept in one department, that of packing 
fanc.v clusters. From every indication 
there will he leas of that class of work 
than formerly. This will dispense with 
many women and girls who formerly 
(fid this work. The uew scale of grad- 
ing and packing will let out a number of 
persons, for the tendency is to use bags 
and large boxes, which can be filled 
without much work. 


Interviews with :\ number of the men 


in the court house square awaiting em- 
ployment in the vineyard!) show an in- 
ability on the part oi most of them to 
understand thu reason why they are not 
iii so much demand by the growers as 
are Japanese, Chinese and even Indians. 
Most of the men are either destitute of 
funds or have so little that they are not 
in a position to provide for themselves 
when they get a job. They say they 
are willing to work foradollara day and 
bnant, and that this is the lowest wages 
that should be offered to white men. 
(growers' agents go into the park quite 
frequently to look over the assortment 
of miemployed hands, and not unfrc- 
quenlly find those hands full of "cards 
and spades." Then, too, Populist agi- 
tators have been among the uien, sow- 
ing the seeds of discontent, and offers of 
work have been refused that may not 
he made again. As a general rule, how- 
ever, t!ie men are beginning to realize 
that $1 a day and hoard, or $1.25 and 
board themselves will bu about the best 
wages obtainable, and that every day 
subtracts from their chances of j;aining 
employment. Some of the men who are 
holding out, and like Oliver Twist, 
"asking for more," are Fresnoana who 
have been out oi a job for some time. 
Some 200 or 300 men have been al- 
ready hired, but aa many more have 
come into the, city to take their places. 
The men say that many employers who 
hire Chinese do actually board them, 
and are fixed to board white men if they 
wanted to. 


The employaient agencies have been 


doing a rushing business the last few 
days, and all the agents tell the Game 
ptory about the preference accorded to 
white men who will organize and board 
themselves:. Tbo highest offer yet made 
is iii a vineyard out of town where the 
figure was put as hu^h as $1.40 a day 
and board, but only picked men were 
wanted. Tbe employment agents say 
that the business of picking grapes can 
be learned by any intelligent mail in ten 
minutes, but the trouble is to get men 
who will "stick it out for the eleven 
hours exacted," and especially vi .en 
the first pav day comes around and there 
is the temptation to go to town and 
"blow it in." One agent says he is 
sending out men, some on orders on the 
bosses, some for nothing at all, and 
others on a cash payment of 75 cents. 
This agent has engaged 300 men in one 
day, 
mostly on orders on the bosses for 


his commission. When the vineyard ia 
at, any distance from town employ era 
readily send a wagon for the men. 
There ia work for all the men uow in 
town if they want it, but they will have 
to t:ike $1 a" day and board, or $1,25 and 
board themselves. The job is good for 
teveral weeks by going from vineyard to 
vim-yard. Agents are reluctant to send 
to the city for help, but il tboie who are 
waiting for a "raise" hold out much 
longer, it may be necessary.

the stock and bonds aud finally sold thu 
road for a pong, helped to cause the

Kvery man who, when he found that 


he had "bitten off more than he could 
chew," was too proud to admit that he 
had made a mistake, but lifted up hi? 
voice against "our pernicious financial 
system," voted for "a change," and be- 
j;:tn to clamor for " fiat money," for re- 
paying the gold dollar received with 
another dollar of less value, talked re- 
pudiation and revolution, and straight- 
way began to preach the doctrine of 
hatft, and to express sympathy for an-

Starting 
in Argentine and gathering force in 
Australia, il burst on the shores of 
America am' shallowed up in one uni- 
versal caLiiclysm the pavings of half a 
scneruUoii of the thriftiest people of 
thu old world us well ae the new. Panics 
aro born of human frailty, and, having 
their seat in the weakness of human 
nature, weaknesses which beset rich and 
[jwr alike, are not to be remedied by 
jiuman legislation, but only by growth 
of prudence and increase of the spirit of 
contentment without riches.

Supervisors Muit Nul Create Debts

Judge Webb yesterday handed down 


a written decision iu the case of Knbtirt 
Smilie, of Smilie. lirothera, against the 
county of Fresno. Tbo claim was for 
$6708.62 with interest and attorney':) 
fee?, the aimumt eued for being the bal- 
ance dim on a contract made on Decem- 
ber 1-1, 1864, for the construction of the 
courthouse. In Lhe contract the super- 
visors agreed to pay tu Sinilie Brothers 
the sum of ?!)9,337 within lifteeu months 
from the dale ot the contract. 


"Walter D. TUUWT, us special connac-f 


for tht board of Etipervisora, had inter- 
posed a demurrer oil the grounds that 
the comphiiiit does not ptatt; [acts suf- 
ficient to constitute a cause of action, 
and on specitic grounds which the court 
deemed not nece?rary to be considered. 


Judge Webb held tb:it thft only point 


which ia necessary tu be considered vens 
whether or not the Board pi Supervis- 
ors, under the law, had a right to enter 
into a contract which would extend for 
a longer period than one year, tbe limit 
tHed by the constitution of the state. 
The legislature baa enacted a like pro- 
vision, prohibiting supervisors or coun- 
ties from incurring itny indebtedness in 
excess of the revenue for that Usual 
vear. 


By another provision enacted hy the 


legislature, boards of supervisors are 
required on the lirst Monday of Octobor 
of each year to levy and tix a tax for 
county "purposes, thereby 
fixing the 


amount of the revenue to be raised for 
the ensuing fiscal year. 


In this case, tbe contract having been 


for lifteeu montns, the payments to be 
made during that time, and within 
twenty-five days after the expiration of 
the tifteen months, it became a debt or 
liubilitv, or an attempt on tbe part of 
the Board of Supervisors to create a 
debtor liability ou Fresno county,which 
could not be paid out of the revenue of 
the fiscal year following the, entering 
into the contract. The supervisors have 
a right to provide a revenue for only 
one year at a time. They cannot provide 
in one year for a revenue to be raised for 
a longer period than the fiscal year in 
which that provision IB made. 


In this case tbe supervisors have at- 


tempted to create a debt or liability on 
Fresno county for a longer period than 
one year, as shown by the contract 
ileelf. They have attempted to do that, 
which under tbe law they have no rurht 
or authority to do. It 13 generally held 
that tbe 
constitutional 
prohibition 


against the creation of indebtedness in- 
tended to embrace debts incurred to be 
paid on 11 future day as well aa those 
payable presently. 


the contract was certainly one which 


waa prohibited by tbe state constitu- 
tion, both in letter and spirit. The very 
evident intention of the framera of onr 
constitution was to prevent boards of 
supervisor from impeding upon their 
counties indebtedness to be paid in the 
future, and they have no authority by 
contract or otherwise to impose any iu- 
debtednes or liability on tbe county in 
exccHaof the revenue of that fiscal year 
for which they are required by law to 
provide. "It therefore follows," said 
Judge Webb, "that, the complaint fails 
to state :i cause of action, and the de- 
murrer 
must 
be sustained ou that 


ground." 


Counsel for the plaintiff was granted 


ten days to amend tbe complaint. A 
new complaint may then be tiled or the 
case appealed to the supreme court- 
Mr. Tu'pper does not think this appeal 
likely, as there is no ground for it.
